DILLS HTTRODrCED. 
Mr. COLE, reappropriating moneys for 
new work ana extraordinary repairs on the 
canals and the awards made by Canal Apprais­ 
ers. 
Mr. DICKINSON, authorizing tho Superin­ 
tendent of Public Instruction to divert a por­ 
tion of the library moneys of the school dis­ 
tricts of the state to tho purchase of certain 
charta. 
Mr. COE, 
simplifying aud regulating tho 
business of life insurance In the state of New 
York. 
Mr. JOHNSON, amending act of 1373 for 
the preservation of fish In water lying within 
or partly within or bordering npon the coun­ 
ties of Schuyler, Steuben, Chemung, Seneca, 
Yates and Ontario. 


A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. COE rose to a question of privilege. He 
said that for the Arn time in his life lie rose to 
such a question. 
He never stopped to kick at 
curs, and he would not do so now were it not 
for the fact that he was aware that the author 
of the article on which ho proposed to com­ 
ment was set on by others—spoke not for him­ 
self, but for his masters of the Brooklyn Argus.' 
The article bad been copied by a number of 
papers, and had been given an extensive cir­ 
culation, and be felt he owed it to himself to 
brand it bere and now. 
A3 to his (the Sena­ 
tors) vote on the Maddeu-Abbott case lie bail 
nothing to say. 
Had he to cast Hie vote over 
again under similar circumstances, uud were 
tile scats of ten Liberal Senators dependent on 
his vote, ho would vote as he did in the Ab* 
bott-Mudden case. 
Mr. Coe then read an <>x- 
tract from an article iu the Brooklyn Argus of 
last 
Thursday, accusing him 
of playing 
cards with General Spinola and Sheridan 
Shook in room No. 171 of the Delavan House. 
Hie Argus says: 
“ The game of cards between some persons 
and General Spinola, about which Tom Al­ 
vord is making such a fuss, in his attempts to 
explain Coe's vote for Madden, proves to ba 
all right. 
' “ That Spinola was working for Madden 
and that Sheridan Shook was working for 
Madden, and the mere fact that'Hpinola lost 
$500 to an unnamed Brooklynite is regarded 
as purely co-incidental and having no con­ 
ceivable relation to Coe’s vote for Madden, 
which bo cast, as he says, out of a sense of 
technical duty." The Argus also says: 
“ The General (Spinola) and Coe are warm 
friends, aud the report that a coolness existed 
between them because Coe was said to have 
lost $500, or a similar sum, in a friendly 
game with the General, Is not believed. 
On 
the contrary, it is reported that Spinola lost 
aud tho Senator won the money, and that 
neither tbiuks anything of it." 
Having finished reading the articles, Mr. 
COE pronounced them unqualifiedly false. Ile 
had never played cards with any of the par­ 
ties mentioned. 
He appreciated tho value of 
the press as the great medium of communica­ 
tion between great minds and the masses, taut 
be denied that the pres# had atty right to fol­ 
low bim as a sleuth-hound not only in but out 
of the Senate. 
The Argus brings iii tho name 
of Mr. Alvord; lie (the Senator) was author­ 
ized by that gentleman to say I Ital ho dis­ 
claimed anything which was imputed lo bim. 
Mr. Coo concluded his remarks by offering a 
resolution providing for a committee of three 
before whom tho offending reporter could bare 
an opportunity of proving the truth of lite 
charges preferred by him. and that until such 
time as he made good their truth lie lie denied 
the privilege of the floor. 
After some discussion the r o ta tio n w. s 
adopted.

copies of whatever contracts he and his pre­ 
decessors in office might have made with any 
parties under the act of May, 1872, relative to 
the collection of unpaid revenue) taxes, he for­ 
warded papers which contained everything 
except the precise kernels of information the 
House wanted. 
The document# 
were suf­ 
ficiently explicit, however, to indicate a very 
rotten state of things uuder tho operation of 
tho law spoken of. 
They give the names of 
sevsral persons with whom the Department 
had made contracts looking to the collection 
of various amounts of money which tho said 
persons professed to know how to get at. The 
papers farther specify Hie consideration for 
which thole hired ferrets and informers were 
to do the job; fifty per cent, of Hic tc^al 
amount colloctoJ, they paying all expenses. 
So far all seems legal enough; for it is to be 
supposed that in passing the act authorizing 
this method of gathering in other people’s 
back-pay, 
Congress contemplated tho exact 
results which the act has brought about. 
But 
the papers transmitted to the House fall to 
show one thing which the statute clearly pre­ 
scribes—what aro the names of the persons of 
whom it was attempted to collect these alleged 
unpaid taxes, nnd what are the detailed cir­ 
cumstances surrounding each particular case. 
Iu an apologetic strain tho Secretary goos 
on to intimate that although the 
persons 
w hose names be witholJ# ar*really delinquents 
towards the Treasury, still the premature pub­ 
lication of their several addresses might some­ 
what damage their reputation. The Secretary 
is certainly tender enough fora hospital nurse. 
Now. not to waste words about tins thing, the 
pith of it lies in a small compass. 
Inas­ 
much as no system of collecting tax*# which 
the government can set up will entirely IHI all 
the demand* made upon it and reach every 
nook and corner from which tho revenue is 
drawn, there are proportionate chances for 
fraud. Of the nature aud extent of such frauds 
nobody seed know anything save tho perpe­ 
trators themselves and the’r allied business 
relation# arui their intimate enemies. 
The 
question 
then 
is narrowed down to this; 
shall the government buy and pay for special 
information from those who have it for sale! 
That point Congress answered in Hic affirma­ 
tive w hon It passed the act. 
What follows! 
Simply this. 
The my)) who tried to cheat the 
Treasury in the first place will try to buy off 
from prosecution when threatened, no m atter 
how. 
And if within tho walls of the Depart­ 
ment there should be an official or official* who 
eau “ see" the little game it might be desirable 
not to have a fuss ma le in Hie way of an ex­ 
p o s e . 
To Impart the names to the House 
may uncover something unpleasant in th* 
Department. 
.So Hie Secretary moralize* and 
hesitate#. 
A law creating a paid spy is a 
mean law at best, for it resorts to tho most 
abject elements of human nature to help on 
the cud# of justice. 
A chapter might be writ­ 
ten on ibis phase of the subject alone.

M. Michelet was a violent democrat, and con­ 
ceived a special hatred to the order of Jesuits, 
whicli he assailed in so pointed and uncom­ 
promising a fashion as to bring down its re­ 
taliation upon his head. 
Ho was master of au 
exquisite style in writing and expressed bis 
opinions upon delicate matters connected 
with the morals of social and political life 
with a boldness that often verged upon the 
cheap sensational. 
He wrote too much and 
too variously to make an abiding impression 
upon the world of thought; while he was too 
radical and wordy to attain power iu aflairs of 
government.

Iu view of I his safe proph 
ecy, we must cram a line or two more about 
them before the sheltering embrace of mother 
earth shields their mangled bodies from un­ 
kind thoughts and uncanny speculations 
Our purpose now is merely to credit the fam­ 
ilies of Chang and Eng with commendable 
business shrewdness. 
They have lied up the 
Philadelphia doctors in the matter of the au­ 
topsy in such a thorough mauuer that the 
famous skill of Philadelphia lawyers cannot 
set the doctors free to cheat the families in 
any way. 
All the casts, photographs and 
whatever other hideous and infernal post mor­ 
tem duplications of the dead men may be 
made, are to be the property of the relatives 
and heirs. No itinerant vagabond or fixed 
anatomical museum is going to make un- 
mixed profit out of the exhibition of those in­ 
teresting works of art. 
Tho widows justly 
hold that, inasmuch as the horrible nuisance 
of living with the celebrities during life was 
theirs, any posthumous advautage that may 
accrue from the fact is theirs also. 
We cease 
this doleful strain with the remark that a cor­ 
respondent of an exchange assures U3 that 
the medical college where the bodies are to be 
cut up is one of the oldest in tho country. 
Somehow» that is a comforting reflection; for 
if wo were ever going to be autopsified wo 
sboald want to have it done in soiiie old 
college which bad nothing to lose by so dis­ 
gusting an operation. 


T h e R e v e n u e C o ll e c t io n A c t. 
Secretary Richardson is not only a great 
financier but possesses tbe latent qualities of 
a successful thimble-rigger. 
In response to 
the House resolutiou asking liim to send in 
copies of whatever contracts he and his pre­ 
decessors in office might have made with any 
parlies under the act of May, 1872, relative to 
the collection of unpaid revenue taxes, he for­ 
warded papers which contained everythin 
except tbe precise kernels of information the 
House wanted. 
The documents were suf­ 
ficiently explicit, however, to iudicate a very 
rotten state of things under tho operation of 
the law spoken of. 
Tiiey give the names of 
several persons with whom the Department 
had made contracts looking to the collection 
of various amounts of money which tho said 
persons professed to know how to get at. The 
papers farther specify tbe consideration for 
which those hired ferrets and informers were 
to do the job; fifty per cent, of the tc^al 
amount collocted, they paying all expenses. 
So far all seems legal enough; for it is to be 
supposed that in passing the act authorizin 
this method of gathering in other people’s 
back-pay, 
Congress contemplated the exact 
results which the act has brought about. 
But 
the papers transmitted to the House fail to 
show one thing which the statute clearly pre­ 
scribes—what are the names of the persons of 
whom it was attempted to collect these alleged 
unpaid taxes, and wliat are the detailed cir­ 
cumstances surrounding each particular case. 
In an apologetic strain tho Secretary goos 
on to intimate that although the 
persons 
whose name3 he witholds are really delinquents 
towards the Treasury, still the premature pub 
lication of their several addresses might some­ 
what damage their reputation. The Secretary 
is certainly tender enough fora hospital nurse 
Now, not to waste words about this thing, the 
pith of it lies in a small compass. 
Inas 
much as no system of collecting taxes which 
the government can set up will entirely fill all 
tbe demands made upon it and reach every 
nook and corner from which tho revenue 
drawn, there are proportionate chances for 
fraud. Of the nature and extent of such frauds 
nobody need kuow anything save the parpe 
trators themselves and the'T allied business 
relations and tbeir ultimate euemies. 
Tbe 
question 
then 
is narrowed down to this 
shall the government buy and pay for special 
information from those who have it for sale 
That point Congress answered in the aifirma 
tire when it passed the act. 
What follows 
Simply tk¡3. 
The mjn who tried to cheat the 
Treasury in the first place will try to buy off 
from prosecution when threatened, no matter 
how. 
And if within the walls of the Depart 
meat there should be an official or officials who 
can • ‘ see” the little game it might be desirable 
not to have a fuss made in the way of an ex 
podare. 
To impart the names to the House 
may uncover something uuplcasant in the 
Department. 
So the Secretary moralizes and 
hesitates. 
A law creating a paid spy is a 
mean law at best, for it resorts to tho most 
abject elements of human nature to help on 
the ends of justice. 
A chapter might be writ­ 
ten on ibis phase of the subject alone. 
And 
that which seeks to outwit fraud by legalized 
knavery is not unlikely to corrupt the very 
source which promulgated the idea. 
Need 
we say that Butler favors the net and is in no 
hurry for an investigation into its practical 
effects? 


T he R e lig io u s Anicudm cuit. 
It rarely falls to the lot of the journalist to 
record aud commeut upon a more conspicu­ 
ous example of the foolishness of sane men 
than is presented by the attitude of the mov­ 
ers for the religious amendment to the Con­ 
stitution. 
It is all the more remarkable from 
the fact that so many clergymen of reputed 
ability are in it, besides certain lawyers and 
judges, who have strayed out of their natural 
pastures. 
We have no patience to sit a n d . 
write out a sober argument against the whole 
proceedings, because it is a prim a facie case. 
The very nature of human government pre­ 
cludes ttie assumption that the divine or re­ 
ligious element has anything to do with it. 
As soon as it has, such government is utterly 
destroyed. 
Ou the contrary, the essential 
character of a true religion, antagonizes the 
notion that government—or forjee, which it 
government—can add to its suuclions or in­ 
crease its power over the human soul. 
Do wc 
want, or does Bishop Simpson and tho rest 
want to reverse the wheels of time and drop 
us into the middle of old Legality’s plantation 
again?

The Sioux are reported as raiding in almost 
every direction, burning ranches, murdering 
ranchmen and stealing stock. 
A corflpany of 
cavalry under command oí Captain Wesscls 
left here to-day for Potter Stallou, on tbe 
Union Pacific Railroad, where the Indiana 
have been driving the section men and steal­ 
ing stock. 
A later telegram 
from

states that 
the 
mail carrier from 
Red 
Cloud 
ageucy, 
with 
an 
Indian 
escort, 
has just arrived and brings information that 
Frank Appleton, who was' acting Indian 
agent in the absence of Agent Saville, was 
shot on Monday night by Minn Conyou, a 
Sioux. 
The same night fourteen mules were 
stolen from the government freighter, Charles 
Gorean, within three miles of the agency. 
At 
White Clay agency the Indiaus have driven off 
the beef herders and taken charge, sayin 
they would do their own issuing. 
The corpse 
of Appleton has left with the agency’s doctor 
for Fort Laramie. The doctor says he will not 
return to be mad# a target of. Troops have been 
telegraphed for and the greatest excitement 
prevails. A large fire was seen in the direction 
of the Red Cloud agency last evening and it 
has probably been burned, as there appears 
to be a general uprising. 
The bodies of Lieutenant Robinaou aud 
Corporal Coleman have just arrived at the 
post.in a mutilated condition.

A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. COE rose to a question of privilege. He 
aald that for the first time ia his life lie rose to 
such a question. 
He never stopped to kick at 
curs, and he would not do so now were it not 
for the fact that he was aware that the author 
of the article on which ho proposed to com­ 
ment was set on by others—spoke not for him­ 
self, but for his masters of the Brooklyn Argus.- 
The article hud been copied by a number of 
papers, and had been given an extensivo cir­ 
culation, and be felt be owed it to himself to 
brand it hero and now. 
As to his (ibe Sena­ 
tor’s) vote on the Maddeu-Abbott case he bad 
nothing to say. 
Had be to cast the vote over 
again under similar circumstances, aud were 
the scats of ten Liberal Senators dependent on 
bis vote, iio would vote as ho did in the Ab- 
bott-Madden case. 
Mr. Coe then read an ex­ 
tract from an article in the Brooklyn Argus of 
last 
Thursday, accusing him 
of playing 
cards with General Spinola and Sheridan 
Shook in room No. 474 of the Deiavan House. 
The Argus says: 
“ The game of cards between some persons 
and General Spinola, about which Tom Al- 
vord is making such a fuss, in his attempts to 
explain Coe’s vote for Madden, proves to lie 
all right. 
' “ That Spinola was working for Madden 
and that Sheridan Shook was working for 
Madden, and tho mere fact that'Spinola lost 
$500 to an unnamed Brooklynite is regarded 
as purely co-incidental and having no con­ 
ceivable relation to Coe’s vote for Madden, 
which he ca«t, as he says, out of a sense of 
technical duty.” The Argus also says: 
“ The General (Spinola) and Coe are warm 
friends, aud the report that a coolness existed 
between tbera because Coe was said to hare 
lost $500, or a similar sum, in a friendly 
game with tbe General, is not believed. 
On 
the contrary, it is reported that Spinola lost 
aud the Senator won the money, anti that 
neither tliiuks anything of it.” 
Having finished reading the articles, Mr. 
COE pronounced them unqualifiedly false, lie 
had never played cards with any of the par­ 
ties mentioned. 
Ho appreciated tho valuo of 
the press as the great medium of communica 
tion between great minds and tbe masses, but 
he denied that the press had any right to fol­ 
low him as a sleuth-hound not only in but out 
of tbe Senate. 
The Argus brings in tho name 
of Mr. Alvord; he (the Senator) was author­ 
ized by that gentleman to say that he dis­ 
claimed anything which was imputed to him. 
Mr. Coe concluded his remarks by offering a 
resolution providing for a committee of three 
before whom tho offending reporter could have 
an opportunity of proving the truth of the 
charges preferred by him, and that until such 
time as he made good their truth he be denied 
the privilege of the floor. 
After some discussion the resolution was 
adopted.

DER and WEED, 
Mr. LINCOLN said that he believed that a 
commission already existed composed of four­ 
teen persons. 
He moved that this commis­ 
sion appoint five of their own number to rep­ 
resent tho stato.of New York in the Centen­ 
nial Celebration. 
He thought the expenses 
of the commission so appointed should be 
paid. 
It was asking too much to send men 
upon such an erraud without paying their 
expenses. 
Mr. BEEBE wanted to kuow what authority 
the Commission would have when they went 
to the exhibition. 
If they were to be paid, 
how much ? Tbe exhibition was not to last for 
days, but for months. 
The State could pay 
expenses of commissions of this character, 
but they had no money to spend to give- work 
to starving men. 
* 
When ho concluded there was 'applause in 
the gallery. 
The SPEAKER ordered the Sergeant-at- 
Arms to clear the gallery. 
Mr. BEEBE hoped the Speaker would not 
enforce such au order. 


The SPEAKER said that such an exhibition 
was made In the gallery some days ago, and 
bo then gave notice if the applause was re­ 
peated the gallery should be cleared. 
He now 
proposed to redeem that promise. 
The gallery 
"•as then cleared. - 
Mr. BEEBE moved to amend Mr. Lincoln’s 
amendment so that the service of those who 
should attend the Centennial should be witli- 
- t t expense to the State. 
Carried, 76 to 14. 
Mr. LINCOLN’S substitute as amended was 
then adopted.

ago the editor of The Tribune prorn- 
“lak.e, tbto J0«rnal during 1873 a much 
more valuable and complete newspaper than 
Jw?fteVer bee? before. Its facilities for the 
?nd. t,raasml8si°n of intelligence 
from all parts of the world had been largely 
increased; its stafl of editors, correspondents, 
and reporters had been strengthened by the 
engagement of some of the ablest men in tl>e 
profession; and the editor was resolved to 
spare neither pains nor meney in the effort to 
make The Tribune the very first newspaper in 
the world. 
It points to the achievements of the past 
twelve montfts with pardonable pride. While 
The Tribune has retained all the excellent 
features that made it such a favorite iu its 
former days, it has exhibited an enterprise 
nnd acuteness in its news department which 
have been the wonder of all its old friend?. 
Remembering that the chief function of a daily 
journal is to give its readers the fullest, the 
best arranged, the most attractive, and the 
most readable history of the occurrences of 
the time, it has devoted its best energies to 
the business, and its success has been uni. 
versally recognized and applauded. The year 
has been fruitful of startling events, and every 
incident has found in The Tribune its prompt­ 
est, most accurate, and most perfectly equipped 
historian.

While it never can be a neutral in politics, 
The Tribune is entirely independent of all par­ 
ties and all partisans.
